Reading Habits 
‘Will Be Studied 


A long-range educational project 
| to study the reading habits of 
school children was started at the 
| Canal Point Schoo! this week, ac- 
cording to Principal Carl Crawford. 
| Approximately 120 children, 
from the second through the sixth 
grades, are taking a. battery of 
diagnostic tests to determine, first, 
the reading level of each child at 
the present time and, second, the 
child's potential reading level, that. 
is, the level at which the child 
should be reading. The tests also 
determine the child's IQ rating and 
the mental age as compared to the 
chronological age. » 

The purpose of the tests is to im- 
prove the reading habits of the 
children of Canal Point, Principal 
Crawford said. Every year the bat- 
tery of tests will be given at the 
start of the school and again later 
in the school year to determine 
what progress the children have 
made in their reading habits. Thi 
rate of improvement of each child’s 
reading habits will not only be 
checked for each school year but 
also from year to year as the child 
advances in the elementary grades. 
Remedial reading methods will be 
taught in cases where it is found 
necessary.
